These 
same pastors are to serve again in 
next year’s workshops and to do some 
work pertaining to the same during 
the year. Out of these workshops it is 
hoped that the boards may learn what 
are to be the aims and goals of such 
instruction in the church today, and 
what is needed in the way of materials 
to meet such aims and goals. It is 
hoped that such results will serve as a 
guide in the production of the confir- 
mation instruction materials to be 
used in TALC. Reports from pastors 
attending these workshops express 
that they definitely feel they are serv- 
ing a very good purpose and should 
result in something important in re- 
gard to this very important phase of 
Christian instruction, which is gener- 
ally termed confirmation instruction.
